The hour of 12 o'clock m. having arrived the House was called to

The committee retired and returned with Chief Justice Morgan, 
who administered the oath to all of the members-elect of the House ex- 
cept Messrs. Clark and Thomas, who were absent. 

Mr. Crane, of Kootenai, moved that the House proceed to elect offi- 
cers and attachees in the order named in the session laws of the first 
State session, and that such election be made by the calling of the roll 
and the members announcing the name of the candidate voted for. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Messrs. Clark and Thomas having arrived in the House, the oath 
was administered by Chief Justice Morgan. é 

The Speaker announced that the election of officers and attachees 
are now in order.

Mr. Cozier having received a majority of all the votes cast was de- 
clared duly elected Speaker of the House.

RULES OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


1. The Speaker shall take the chair at the time to which the House 
shall then be called to order, and after prayer by the chaplain the roll 
of the rhembers called and the names of the absentees shall be entered 
upon the journal of the House. ` 


2. Upon the appearance ofa quorum the journal ofthe preceding 
day shall be read by the clerk, and any mistake therein shall be cor- 
rected by the House. 


3. A majority of the members present may order a call of the House 
and cause absent members to be sent for, but a call must not be made 
after voting has commenced. A call being moved, the Speaker shall 
require those desiring the “call” to rise and if a majority of members 
shall rise the call shall be ordered. The call being ordered, the ser- 
geant-at-arms shall close the door and no member shall be allowed to 
leave the room. 


The clerk shall then call the roll as amended, and furnish the ser- 
geant-at-arms with a list of those members absent without leaye, and 
_ that officer shall proceed forthwith to find and bring in such absentees. 

While the House is under call no business shall be transacted except to 
receive and act upon the report of the sergeant-at-arms. And no mo- 
tion shall be in order except a motion to suspend further proceedings 
under the call. Upon the report of the sergeant-at arms, showing that 
all of the membefS who were absent without teave, naming them, are 
present, the call shall be at au end, and the doors shall be opened and 
the business or motion pending at the time the call was made shall be 
proceeded with. 


4. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum and shall decide 
questions of order subject to an appeal to the House. 

5. The Speaker shall vote upon all questions taken by ayes and 
nays, (except on appeal from his own decision’, and in all elections or 
decisions called for by any member. 


6. When the House adjourns the members shall keep their seats un- 
til the Speaker announces the adjournment, - 


7. Every member, previous to his speaking, shall rise from his seat 
and respectfully address the Speaker and remain standing in his place 
before proceeding to speak until he is recognized by the chair. 


8. When two or more members shall rise at once the Speaker shall 
designate the member who is first to speak, but in all cases the mem- 
ber making the motion, or the chairman of the conmmittee making the 
report which is under consideration shall have the privilege of open- 
ing and closing the debate thereon. 


9. No member shall speak more than twice on the same subject, nor 
shall any member occupy the floor for longer than one hour at one 
time, without leave of the House, nor shall any member speak more 
than once until every member choosing to speak on the subject pend- 
ing shall have spoken. 


10 No motion shall be debated or put unless the same be seconded. 
It shall be stated by the Speaker before debate, and any such motion 
shall be reduced to writing. if the Speaker or any member desire it. 

11. After a motion shall have been stated by the Speaker it shall be 
deemed to be in possession of the House: but may be withdrawn at any 
time, by the consent of the House, before amendment or decision. But 
all i. Sone resolutions or amendments shall be entered npon the jour- 
nal,ivhether rejected or adopted. 


` 
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12, When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, to post- 
pone to a day certain, to commit or amend, to postpone indefinitely, 
which several motions shall have precedence in the order in which they 
stand arranged. 


13. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order except when a 
member is addressing the chair, or a vote is being taken, or as provided 
in rule 3. 


14. (1) ‘There shall be a motion for the previous question, which 
being ordered by a majority of the members present, if a quorum, shall 
have the effect to cut off all debate and bring the House to a direct vote 
upon the pending question. It shall be in order pending the motion for, 
or after, the previons question shall have been ordered on its passage 
for the Speaker to entertain and submit a motion to commit with or 
without instructions to a standing or a select committee. (2) A call of 
the House shall not bein order after the previous question is ordered 
unless it shall appear on an actual count by the Speaker that a quorum 
is not present. 

15. When the previous question is decided in the negative it shall 
leave the main question under debate for the residue of. the sitting, 
unless Sooner disposed of, by taking the question, or in some other 
manner. eS 

16. All incidental questions of order arising after the motion is 
made for the previous question during the pending of such motion, or 
after the House shall have determed that the main question shall now 
be put shall be decided whether on appeal or otherwise without debate. 

17. Petitions, memorials and other papers addressed to the House 
shall be presented by the Speaker or by a member in his place. 

18. Every member present within the bar of the House shall vote 
on any question put unless excused by the House. 

19. When the Speaker is putting the quéstion no member shall 
walk out of or across the hall, nor when a member is speaking shall any 
person entertain any private discourse or pass between him and the 
chair. 

20. If a question in debate contains several points the House may 
order the same divided. 

21. A member called to order shall immediately sit down unless 
permitted to explain, and the House, if appealed to, shall dteide the 
case. If there be no appeal the decision of the chair shall be subimitted 
to. On an appeal no member skall speak-more than once without 
leave of the House, except when a member is called to order for offen- 
sive language, in which case there shall be no debate. 

22. Every bill and joint resolution shall be introduced on the report 
of a committee or on a call for bills and joint resolution or by a motion 
for leave. 


23. Every bill before being introduced shall have endorsed thereon 
the title of the same, and every bill or resolution shall have thereon the 
name of the member introducing it, and when ordered by a committee 
the name of such committee shall be endorsed thereon. 

24. No law shall be passed except by bill, nor shallany bill be put 
upon its final passage until the same, with the amendments thereto, shall 
have been printed for the use ofthe members, norshall any bill become 
a law unless the same shall have been read on three several days inthe 
House previous to the final vote thereon: Provided, Incase of urgenay 
two-thirds of the House may, on the vote of the ayes and nays, dispense 
with this provision. On the final passage of all bills they shall be read 
at length, section by section, and the vote shall be by yeas and, nays 
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upon each bill separately, and shall be entered upon the journal, and no 
bill shall become a law without the concurrence of a majority of the 
members present. 

25. All bilis, memorials, orders and resolutions requiring the ap- 
proval of the Governor shall, after a second reading, be referred by 
the Speaker to their appropriate committees unless otherwise ordered 
by the House and if reported without amendment shall pass to their 
third reading, unless otherwise ordered, and when amended they shall 
go to a committee of the whole House. 

26. All bills shall be properly engrossed before theirt final passage. 

27. The final question after consideration in committee of the 
whole of a bill or other paper originating in the House shall be: “Shall 
it be engrossed and read a third time?” and upon every such bill or 
paper originating in the Senate: “Shall it be read æ third time?” 

28. No amendment shall be received on the third reading except to 
fill blanks, without unanimous consent of the House, and all bills and 
resolutions may be recomuuitted at any time previous to their passage, 
and if any amendment be reported on such recommitment by any other 
than a committee of the whole it shall be again read a second time and 
the questioun for third reading and passage then put. 


29. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under 
consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment: no bill or 
resolution shall at any time be amended by annexing thereto or incor- 
porating them with any other bill or resolution pending before the 
House.

34. When a motion has béen made and cartied or lost, it shall be in 
order for any member of the majority, on the same or succeeding day, 
to move for the reconsideration thereof; which motion shall not be 
heard after such succeeding day, and such motion shall'take precedence 
of all other questions except the consideration of a conference report or 
a motion to adjourn: Provided, That such motion, if made during the 
last six days of the session, shall be disposed of when made, 

35. Any member who votes on that side of a question which pre- 
vailed may be at liberty to move a reconsideration, and a motion for a 
reconsideration shall be decided by a majority of votes. Í : 

36. The rules of the House shall be observed in committee of th 
whole House, as far as may be applicable, except that the “ayes” and

legislature, and the chair is of the opinion that such is the case. 

“The joint convention of the two branches, and the two branches 
themselves, are entirely separate and distinct bodies, with separate and 
distinct duties to perform, and so long as the joint assenibly or con- 
vention is in session in performance of its statutory duty the House 
cannot act and do business in separate session. The fact that the con- 
vention has taken a recess does not alter the fact that the convention is 
in session. The House cannot take cognizance of a recess of the con- 
vention, but only of its dissolution, and that, too, whether the recess be 
for 10 minutes or for a longer period of time. 

“The chair is further of the opinion that the chairman of the joint 
convention has no right to dissolve the convention, but that right exists 
only in the convention itself. The law does not provide that the mem- 
bers shall meet each day at noon and after proceeding to organize in 
joint convention vote for Senator. 

“If the convention is in session at noon and proceeds to vote, the 
law is complied with. After the convention meets at noon it may vote 
continuously for an indefinite period of time, and will only cease to vote 
and dissolve by its own action, and not by any arbitrary declaration of 
the chair. 

“Therefore, all that part of the convention on Saturday occuring 
before the dissolution of Friday’s continuous session, by an act of the 
convention itself, must be considered a part of Friday’s session, and 
should so appear upon the journal.”

the plaintiff or the defendant, by publishing a copy thereof once a week 
for the same period in some newspaper published in the county, if there 
be one,” and that as so amended the bill do pass. 

That House Bill No, 72, “An act to amend sections 2and 5 ofan 
act to provide for the appointment, duties and compensation of steno- 
graphic reporters of the district courts,” approved March 14th, 1891, be 
amended as follows: 

In section 1, line 1, printed bills, strike out the figure “2” and in- 
sert in lieu thereof ‘1,2 and 5.” Inline 3 of the same section strike 
out “is’* and insert “are.” After the word “follows,” insert:

Mr. Speaker: Your special committee appointed to visit the Sol- 
diers’ Home with a view to reporting on the condition of the same, re- 
port the following facts, gleaned from the visit and from information 
received from the board of trustees of said institution: 


There is a spacious, well arranged and thoroughly well built three- 
story brick building, with stone foundation, on a site comprising 40 
acres of the best land in the Boise valley. This tract was a donation to 
the State by a worthy roll of Boise citizens who deserve praise there- 
for. There is appurtenant to the tract an inalienable water right suf 
ficient to irrigate 169 acres. There are 900 prune trees on 7 acres, and 
in a very few years sufficient vegetables and fruit should be raised 
from the tract to supply the entire needs of the inmatesin that line. 
The board has purchased a good barn for one-half its cost and have it 
stored with hay cut from the tract during the past season, 

The building is heated throughout by steam and wired for electric 
lights. There is within the building some small amount of furnishings, 
but nothing to accommodate any inmates. There is an engine and 
pump-house for supplying the entire building with water. The board 
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has now 27 applications for admission which (with the exception of two 
very needy old soldiers who came and could not be turned away), they 
are compelled to ignore at present for want of funds to run the insti- 
tution. 


We commend the management of the institution under the wise 
supervision of our State administration for'the businesslike methods 
that have been employed tp to this time. Data referred to this com- 
mittee is hereto appended.

“Section 1. That for the purpose of furnishing money for the com- 
pletion of certain sections of said system of wagon roads hereinafter 
mentioned, a loan of thirty thousand dollars is hereby authorized to be 
negotiated on the faith and credit of the State, and the Treasurer of the 
State is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to issue bonds of 
the State in the sum of one thousand dollars each, payable in twenty 
years from the date of their issnance, to bear interest at the rate of five - 
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(5) per centum per annum, payable semi-annually on the first day of Jan- 
uary and July each year, at a bank in the City of New York and State 
of New York to be selected by the State Treasurer; said bonds shall 
be known as Road Construction Bonds and shall be redeemable at the 
pleasure of the State at any time after the expiration of ten years from 
the date of their issuance, and shall be numbered from one to thirty 
consecutively. 


“The Treasurer of the State is hereby directed, authorized and em- 
powered to cause to be printed or lithographed suitable-bonds in proper 
form, with coupons attached. All such bonds shall be signed by the 
Secretary of State with his own proper name, affixing his official char- 
acter, and shall be authenticated with the Great Seal of the State, and 
shall be signed or endorsed by the Governor of the State with his own 
proper name and affixing his official character, and shall then be deliv- 
ered by the Secretary of the State to the Auditor of the State, who shall 
make and keep a register of such bonds, showing the number and 
amountof each bond, and then deliver the same to the Treasurer of the 
State, and charge him on the official books of the Anditor’s office with 
the full amount of such bonds. At the time of issuing such bonds un- 
der the provisions of this act the State Treasurer shall sign them with 
his own proper name, affixing his official character, and shall in like 
manner sigu the coupons thereunto attached, and such signing shall 
bind the State. 


‘The coupons for the payment of interest shall be attached to said 
bonds in such manner that they may be taken off without injuring or 
mutilating the bonds, and shall be severally numbered from one to 
forty, inclusive, each having the corresponding number of the bond to 
which they are attached. The Treasurer shall keep a register of all the 
bonds issued by him, showing the date of issuance, and shall deliver 
said bonds, with the coupons attached as aforesaid, to the purchaser or 
purchasers upon the receipt of the purchase money therefor; and the 
money received from the sale of bonds herein provided for shall be used 
in the completion of said system of wagon roads and other expenses 
provided for in this act, and shall be paid out as herein provided: Pro- 
vided, however, That none of such bonds shall be sold for less than their 
face or par value. . - 

‘The expense of printing or lithographing and procuring suitable 
bonds, with coupons attached, shall be paid out of the fund arising from 
the sale of the same, as an expense incident to the completion of said 
system of wagon roads. 

“For the purpose of creating afund to pay the interest coupons and 
principal of said bonds, in addition to the taxes now imposed by law, 
an additional ad valorem tax of one cént upon each one hundred dollars 
of the assessed value of all the property in this State not exempt from 
taxation is hereby levied, and shall be collected as are other taxes for 
State purposes All moneys received by the Treasurer as the proceeds 
of the tax hereby levied shall be set apart by him and shall constitute 
a distinct fund to be known as the Road Completion Fund.

of which the Treasurer shall give notice by publication once a week for

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posed to be redeemed bonds shall cease to draw interest; and if any such 
bonds shalt not be presented within sixty days from date of the last 
publication of such notice, the Treasurer shall apply the money for the 
redemption of bonds next in number of the number and date of their 
issue.

Completion Fund to pay the interest coupons or the principal of such 
bonds when due, the State Treasurer shall pay the same out of the Gen- 
eral Fund of the State, and shall replace the amount so paid out of the 
Road Completion Fund whenever moneys intended for said fund shall 
be received.

the United States, the Treasurer shall reserve any and sufficient of the 
funds in his hands at the least possible cost, in preference to all other 
claims whatsoever, except the interest on other State bonds heretofore 
issued under the laws passed by the legislature of the State of Idaho.

Gentlemen: Idesire to call your attention to the importance of 
providing for the establishment of a State Historical Society, which 
might be attached to the State University. The object of this society 
would be to collect everything possible relating to the history, past, 
present and future, of our State. Those who constituted our first pop- 
ulation are rapidly passing away. Incidents which would fill volames 
of history and which would read like romances will soon be buried with 
the actors who took part in the early drama of the settlement oĉ this

ir. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives, Idaha Legis- 
lature. 


Gentlemen: My investigation necessary to determine the best 
method of preserving historical data has brought to my notice a law on 
our statutes, making a continuous appropriation of $250.00 to the trus- 
tees of the Historical Society of Idaho Pioneers. This law will be found 
on pege 18 of “Phe Special and Local Laws of Idaho.’ It was ap- 
proved February 10th, 1881, The society referred to in the act was in- 
corporated on the 10th day of February, the same year, being, as you 
will notice, the same day on which the bill was approved. Upon inves- 
tigation I find the society still claims existence, having as its officers 
E. A. Stevenson, president; Jonas W. Brown, secretary, and A. G. 
Redway, treasurer. They have drawn from the treasury of Idaho, $2,- 
000, although they have had no meeting of the society since 1887, the 
last sum, $250, being drawn on January 7th, 1880. The society, it ap- 
pears, employed as historians, C. C. Stevenson and W. A. Goulder, to 
whom they have paid respectively, the sums of S400 to the former and 
$525 to the latter, The law requires that a synopsis of the findings of 
the Historical Society of Idaho Pioneers shall be reported to the legis- 
lative assembly; they have failed to dou so, at least I can find no record 
of such a report, and the officers to whom I have spoken, know nothing 
about one being made. There is now remaining in the hands of the 
treasurer, belonging to this society, $1,286.30. Admitting that the State 
should pay all the expenses of collecting: historical data, as represented 
by the sums paid Mr. Stevenson and Mr. Goulder, there would still be a 
balance of $1,075, due to the State. Isay “due to the State," because I 
do not believe that the gentlemen who constitute the society would care 
to keep the money longer, after retaining it already for nearly seven 
years. You should appoint a special committee of both houses to inter- 
view the officers of this society and ask them whether they are willing 
to return the historicul matter for which the State has paid to some 
duly authorized oflicer of the State, or, in the absence of suchan officer, 
the Secretary of State, until such a time as provision is made for one, 
and to see if they will not return the money of which the State has 
been deprived and of which the society has had the use uf for nearly 
seven years, 

I recommend that the law referred to be repealed.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 
EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
Boise, IpAHO, March Ist, 1895. 
Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives. 


Gentlemen: I find, upon looking over the record of bills passed and 
those under consideration by your respective houses, that apparently 
you either have not got a copy of our Constitution before you, or, hav- 
ing it, you have not read it, or, having read it, you must certainly have 
forgotten that you and I in common, upon taking our respective posi- 
tions as servants of the State, took upon ourselves a solemn, binding 
obligation to support the Constitution and uphold its laws. Upon in- 
quiring at the State Auditor’s office I find that proper inquiry has not 
been made as to the present indebtedness of the State and the limit to 
which legislation may be had, not exceeding that indebtedness. By 
reference to article 8, section 1 of our State Constitution you will find 
that the framers of that valuable document wisely provided that the 
legislature shall not in any manner create any debt or debts, liability 
or liabilities, which shall singly, or in the aggregate, exclusive of the 
debt of the Territory at the date ofits admission as a State, exceed the 
sum of 114 per centum upon the assessed value of the taxable property 
in the State. If that convention had gone still further and placed a 
limit upon the indebtedness counties might incur it would haye been a 
fortunate act for the people, but their duty was well done so far as it 
went. 


The question now confronts you, as members of the legislature, 
and myself, as chief executive: First, what is 14 per cent. of the as- 
sessed valuation? Second, how much further can we increase our in- 
debteduess before reaching that limit? 


Our assessed valuation, as shown by the report of the State Audi- 
tor, is a little less than $29,000,000. One and one-half per cent. of that 
sum would be $435,000, providing $29,000,000 was the exact valuation, 
We have issued since our admission as a State £135,000 of State wagon 
road bonds. There are outstanding, approximately, $30,000 unre- 
deemed University warrants. The appropriation bill now before the 
House approximates $436,000. Warrants will be issued within the year 
for one-half of this sum, or $218,000. Your legislative expenses before 
adjournment will approximate $32,000, for which warrants must be 
drawn immediately, We need $112,500 to make the necessary improve- 
ments on the penitentiary, insane asylum and State capitol building, 
but, as will be seen by computing these figures, the various sums 
named will exceed the constitutional limit, without taking into account 
the appropriation for Normal schools, for school of mines, or, in fact, 
any other purpose. The general appropriation must be met or de- 
ficiency warrants issued, which can only be placed at a heavy discount 
and consequently a great loss tothe State. The question which con- 
fronts you and me is a very serious one and must engageour earnest and 
thoughtful attention, and I have thought best to thus briefly bring the 
constitutional provision and the figures given to your attention, because 
you, as members of the legislature, and I, as the chief executive of the 
State, cannot infringe upon the Constitution. Ihave spoken of this 
matter to individual members of the legislature before, but judging 
from the numerous bills carrying appropriations with them which are 
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being enacted into laws, my words must have been forgotten, or else 
the provisions of the Constitution, and the obligation we have taken 
to support it, must be deemed of slight significance.

Mr. Speaker: The special committee to which was referred the 
special message of the Governor in relation to the Historical Society of 
Idaho Pioneers, and message in relation to the establishment of a State 
Historical Society, respectfully report as follows: : 

In reference to the Historical Society of Idaho Pioneers we desire 
to sav: 

The committee has received from the secretary of this society two 
reports, which are subjoined, and which furnish a detailed statement 
of the financial affairs of the society from its organization and infor- 
mation concerning statistics, etc., compiled by the society in relation to 
the early history of Idaho and her settlers. As stated by the Governor 
in his message on this subject, the society has received from the Terri- 
tory and State the sum of 32,000 under the provisions of section 49 of 
the Local and Special Laws of the State, and, according to the provi- 
sions of the same law. it may he held that there is now to the credit of 
said society with the State Treasurer the sum of $1,500, as the society 
has drawn no money from the State since 1889. 


The committee was also waited upon by a committee from the 
society which made substantially the sam2 statements as are contained 
in the reports of the society subjoined to this report. The statistics and 
other historical material are the private property of this corporation 
and is something over which the State has no control. 


The society does not desire to transfer this property to the State, 
but desires to revive its organization and endeavor to complete the 
work already commenced. The society has had but one meeting of any 
kind for a number of years and appears tu be in a condition of uncer- 
tainity as to the future. In yiew of the fact that the appropriation of 
this society of $250 per annum is a continuing one, and the further fact, 
as hereinbefore stated, the historical data and material in the posses- 
sion of this society are in no way under the control of the State, your 
committee deems it unwise that any further State money should be 
paid to this society. ae 

For these reasons the committee advises that section 49 of the 
Local and Special Laws be repealed, and to that end reports herewith 
an act to repeal that law. 

With reference to the creation of a State Historical Society at the «a 
present time, the committee is of the opinion that it would not be wise, 
and that it would be premature, for the reason that if the Historical 
Society of Idaho Pioneers should complete their work, the same object 
would be attained and with less expense to the State, and if this society 
should dissolve, the data and material now in its possession might be- 
come the property of the State.

Gentlemen: Iherewithreturn to you without my approval House 
Bill No. 110, being “An act for the relief of J. M, Wells.” My reasons 
for withholding my signature from this bill are as follows: 

First. Section 18, article IV of the State Constitution provides 
thate‘no claim against the State, except salaries and compensation of 
officers fixed by law, shall be passed upon by the legislature without 
first having been considered and acted upon by the State Board of Eix- 
aminers.” As the account of Mr. Wells included in this bill has never 
been acted upon by said board, your action in allowing it isin conflict 
with the Constitution. 

Second. When Mr. Wells accepted the position of World’s Fair 
Commissioner it was with the distinct understanding and knowledge 
that he was to receive no compensation other than his actual expenses, 
and while I do not believe in the theory of the State being benefited by 
the services of any one without granting them reasonable compensation, 
yet Ido think that the appropriation carried with it a sum in excess of 
what Mr. Wells Should receive, when you take into consideration the fact 
that all of his expenses were paid during the time he was engagedin the

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service of the State, and the further fact that the taxpayers of the 
State are having great difficulty in meeting their actual obligations.

Gentlemen: I herewith return to you House Bill No. 68 and House 
Bill No. 38, without my approval. My reason for not signing these bills 
is the same in each case. While there can be no question as to the de- 
sirability of their objects being carried ont, I find a constitutional bar- 
rier which absolutely prohibits the establishment of any new institu- 
tions, or the carrying on of any internal improvements, or for that 
matter, improvements of any kind other than those absolutely neces- 
sary to provide for the keeping of the patients in the insane asylum 
and the prisoners in the State penitentiary. 

Section 9, article VII of the Constitution of the State of Idaho pro- 
vides that the rate of taxation on real and personal property for State 
purposes shall never exceed 10 mills on each dollar of assessed valua- 
tion. 

Section 11 of the same article provides that no appropriation shall 
be made, norany expenditures authorized by the legislature, whereby 
the expenditure of the State during any fiscal year shall exceed the 
total tax then provided for by the law, and applicable to such appropri- 
ation or expenditure, unless the legislature making such appropriation 
or expenditure shali provide for levying a sufficient tax not exceeding 
the rates allowed in section 9 of this article and to pay such appropria- 
tion or expenditure within such fiscal year. This provision shall not ap- 
ply to appropriations or expenditures to suppress insurrection, defend 
the State, or assist in defending the United States in time of war. 

I, in common with yourselves, promised the people, before assum- 
ing our present duties, you, as legislators, and I, as Governor, that we 
would exercise our best efforts to reduce, instead ‘of increase, taxation. 
The levy for State purposes during the last two years was 85 cents on 
each $100 of assessed valuation. The valuation of the taxable property 
in the State as shown by the reports from various counties now on 
record in the State Anditor’s office, amounts to $28,987,231.34. A tax 
levy of 85 cents produced a revenue of $246,391.46. However, ouly 7214, 
cents of the 85 is available to meet current expenses. The other 1217 
being a continuous levy to provide for sinking funds to redeem bonds 
and the redemption of University warrants. Theannual revenue, there- 
fore, which we wili receive for maintaining State institutions, viz: Su- 
preme court, district courts, insane asylum, penitentiary, land depart-

We are, therefore, confronted with the absolute necessity of increas- 
ing our taxes to maintain present State institutions without increasing 
their number. We can only increase our tax levy, as shown, to 10 mills 
on each dollar, and there being now levied for sinking funds 1} mills; 
therefore, if we increase the taxes to the full constitutional Gat, we 
can only levy 83; mills for Ser purposes and this sum would only 
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leave a margin of $7,125.77, without making any provision for any im- 
provements on the asylum, penitentiary, capitol building and leaving 
nothing to meet the requirements of these bills which I return, or any 
of the other measures before this legislature which carry with them an 
appropriation. 

The foregoing statement does not take into consideration receipts 
from sundry sources other than taxes, neither do we provide for delin- 
quencies. One will, however, probably offset the other, so that owing 

-to the very great depreciation in property values we are met with the 
emergency of increasing our tax levy, and if the number of patients in 
the insane asylum and prisoners in the State penitentiary increase, as 
we have reason to expect, the Constitution must be amended to allow us 
to incur an additional indebtedness to provide for the enlargement of 
those institutions, 

No one can possibly regret more than myself the necessity which 
compels me to refuse my signature to these bills, knowing as I do the 
disappointment which their failure to become law will bring to the com- 
munities in which these establishments are to be located. The people
